But Mongolia, alter four hundred years of rest, 
is waking to, new. activity, and the silent, inert 
pressure of her myriads is again beginning to be 
felt on the outlying borders of the European 
states, The huge reservoir of yellow humanity 
is beginning to overflow once more, and, in 
obedience to the unwritten law of history which 
has so often carrfed her armies westward the 
vanguard of the new invasion is showing itself 
-on'the frozen steppés of Asiatic Russia. The 
time is already within measurable distance when 
sheer pressure of numbers will’ force the Mongol
